IRELAND AND THE WAR. 

TO THE BUITUOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sre,—Your leaders on the responsibility of 
Ireland in the war have been read with deepest 
interest on this side, especially by myself and 
others who have lived most of our lifetime in 
our dear native country. Personally, 1 feel 
that you are stoppiog short somewhat in not 
emphasising what sir. Lloyd George mentioned 
last night—the deplorable position Ireland will 
undoubtedly occupy after the war should the 


end. . The general public throughout the Em- 
pire is being stirred as never before. When a 
favourable desire to give way in almost any 
conceivable way to the desires for the fullest 
possible measures of Home Rule was universal, 
now a feeling of revulsion is gradually taking 
its place. When many tolerated the invariable 
threatenings, etc., in Ireland, much as those of 
a wayward, spoilod « child, now a very different 
feeling, fraught with the deepest significance, 
is t its “place. The English are extremely 
slow to move. Their idea. was pteviously: 
' Give the Irish this Home Rule if at will stop 
the row.” Now, as a result of the speéch of 
Mr. John Dillon after the rebellion and the 
general attitude of the Nationalist Party since 
then, a very different view is taken of the 
entire position, and the feeling is becoming 
deep and most serious. 

The important fact you have 
hasise ig that Ireland has got no mm 
oreign trade. Practically her entire trade is 
with England—a fact alwaysmagnored by the 
Nationalists. She has got»ne trade whatever 
with Germany. Let the Irish people pause 
for a moment and think what will be the posi- 
tion without any grounds for having repre- 
sentation in the most powerful combination of 
the Allies. I am a business man, who lived in 
Connaught for the first forty years of my life 
amongst the people of all grades, travelling 
throughout that province. I fancy Í know our 
people well, and 1 feel that Ireland is at the 
cross-toade and is hesitating, and may hesitate 
too long, even if she decides ultimately not to 
take the wrong turning. 

Suppose, for argument’s sake, that you had 

t Home Rule. Do you think, seeing that you 
hhave no other market for practically your en- 
tire exports, that the English people will take 
your present conduct lying down? , That is the 
position, and it is a pity it is not Often made 
elear to the Irish public. What can they gain 
from isolation after the war? The English 
people are not to be fooléd for all time, and 
are not the fools the enemy took them for, as 
they are now learning to their cost. Let not 
Ireland be dragged down along with them and 
with others “ too proud to fight.” Ifeef that 
there is nothing an Irishman “should not do to 
try = shake off this lethargy from our people— 
it is om lethargy with the great majority. 
The sis le are loyal at heart. They have been 
too long subservient to the professional poli- 
tician. The straight question now is: What is 
best for the country? We should give our best 
now, and quickly, and so become entitled to 
an honourable position amongst the winning 
Allies side by side with Australia, Canada, 
South Africa, and England’s fourteen Allied 
countries. Is there any doubt on anybody's 
mind? Cannot Ireland now see the enormous 
strength, ability, .and wealth of the British 
Empire? What will those present  self- 
appointed, interested advisers do, or be in a 
Fam to do, for Ireland when the great war 

been won and the enemy and their friends 
have been beaten in the dust? 

From what I hear England will not be bul- 
lied into selling the pass. If she has to do 
without the Irish, she will . Is Ireland bent on 
again backing the losing horse and getting left 
in the ditch’ if not, on no higher grounds 
than on the grounds of trade, which in the 
main means prosperity generally, let her de- 
cide to se‘ze the grostest opportunity that can

instance of what ig too common—viz., reckless 
statements made in Parliament regarding Irish 
affairs.

Ireland and the Allies. 


The Irish debate has cleared the air. 
We know to-day, beyond any question, 
the British democracy's view of Ivteland’s 
duty to the Empire and to herself. Our 
duty to the Empire is to help it in carrying 
the cause of the Allies to victory. Our 
duty to ourselves is to come to an agree- 


{ment about the future of Irish government ; 


and, if it is a reasonable agreement, the 
Imperial Parliament will be delighted to 
atify it. Until we fulfil our duty 
to the Empire the bond of loyalty 
to the Empire, which alone can bring 
Trish Unionists and Nationalists together, 
will never be created. That duty 
is just as much a duty to ourselves as the 
duty of securing political peace at home, 
for onr national honour hangs upon its 
fulfilment. it has become a desperately 
urgent duty, . Even the official Nation- 
alists have ceased to proclaim that Ireland 
has done magnificently in the war. Qur 
Irish regimént# have done magnificently, 
but their country has abandoned them. 
Mr. Lloyd George told us the shameful 
truth on Wednesday: “I am sorry 
to say that there are a great many 
battalions that have ceased really to be 
Trish.” The best things in Ireland's 
history are in jeopardy, and, if the Irish 
people maintains its apathy, they will 
perish. We admit that serious blunders 
were made in the early days of the recruit- 
ing movement, but it is absurd to suggest 
that they are appreciably responsible for 
the present state of affairs. Even if all 


ing as a result of Ireland's attitude to 
their common cause. France and Russia 
and Italy remember that Mr. Redmond 
spoke about “Ireland's war,” and they 
are beginning to despise Ireland’s conduct 
of it. The leading article in the Temps 
which we quoted yesterday ought to 
bring our Nationalist politicians to their 
senses. This great French newspaper has 
always been in sympathy with the policy 
of Home Rule. It tells Irish Nationalists 
to-day that they will never get Home Rule 
unless they take their part in the common 
effort. “The surest way for Ireland to 
compromise her claim to Home Kule, no 
matter what that claim may be at the pre- 
sent moment, is for her to present the 
appearance of being a ‘slacker.’” That 
will be France’s verdict at “ the great con- 
ference of nations” if Ireland's contribu- 
tion to the forces of the Allies remains. at 
the wretched figure of 24 per cent. of her 
population. Ireland is téid, too, by her 
political advisers that the United States 
are pulsating with fury over England's 
treatment of the Nationalist claims, and 
that the Presidential elections may be de- 
cided on this issue. It is another delu- 
sion. The elections will be decided by 
the votes of the East and Middle West. 
The East is whole-heartedly in favour of 
the Allies. “The fat and complacent 
Middle West” (we quote the New York 
Tribune) is not thinking of Irish problems ; 

it is not even thinking about its own 
national honour; it is absorbed in talk 
about businass and motor cars; “ smug 

prosperity has engulfed the Mid. 
Westerners.” The Nationalist leaders are 
dreaming of a “great conference of 
nations ” with Ireland as a plaintiff,in the 
witness box. . The rest of the world is be- 
ginning to think of Ireland as a culprit in 
the dock. 

There is only cne way of salvation for 
Irish Nationalism, and it has no time to 
lose. It must drop its foolish demand 
foy a new political crisis in the middle 
of Ireland's greatest war. It must 
abandon the preposterous conditions on 
which it is willing to sell help to the Irish 
Divisions. It must co-operate with Irish 
Unionists in a genuine attempt to recall 
Ireland to her first duty in the war. “We 
believe that in the process of such co- 
operation Ireland would be brought nearer 
than ever in her history to that political 
agreement which, as Mr. Duke pointed out 
on Wednesday, is essential to a real Irish 
settlement. It seems to be taken for 
granted that the Government will not im- 
pose military service on Ireland. That 
decision, if it be indeed taken, will impose 
a tremendous responsibility on every man 
—and on every woman, too—in this 
country. It will make Ireland the archi- 
tect of her own fortunes in the most 
absolute sense which cam possibly be con- 
ceived. It will put the national character, 
traditions, patriotism, and honour to one 
clear and simple test, and the world will 
judge Ireland by the result of that test. 
Everything that we value, every aspect of 
our moral, political, and economic wel- 
fare, will depend on [Ireland's voluntary 
answer to the call of her Allies and of her 
own soldiers in France.. Further delay 
will be criminal. We know the need and 
the only way in which it can be fulfilled. 
We assume that the Government will 
make immediately a new and final call for 
recruits from Ireland. We assume that 
it will provide an organisation which will 
have, learned wisdom from the mistakes of 
its predecessors. We assume that every 
able-bodied man of military age in Ireland 
will receive a personal invitation to lend 
his arm to the striking power of our Irish 
regiments. The Nationalist leaders will 


be invited to carry the recruiting cam-. 


paign throv.gh Nationalist Ireland, and all 
Irishmen must be made to understand that 
this is that moment in our country’s desti- 
nies which comes once—and once only— 
to every nation. If we do our duty, the 
reward may be greater than any Irishman 
had dared to hope. If we fail, the penalty 
may be. greater than any of us had dared 
to fear. 


Serbia’s Future. 


The inauguration of the Serbian Society 
of Great Britain coincides appropriately 
with a fresh success in the Serbian Army's 
struggle for the liberation of its country. 
Its objects, as defined at the London Man- 
sion House meeting yesterday, at which the 
Earl of Cromer and Sir Edward Carson were 
the principal speakers, are to impress 
upon British opinion the importance of 
Serbia as a key-country in the war, and 
to work for Southern Slav union, | The 
liberation of Serbia must, of course, be 
the starting-point of any consideration of 
the Balkan situation efter the war. As 
Mr. Asquith has said, her independence 
is regarded as ohe of the essential objects 
of the Allied Powers, and it is their first 
duty to assure her of it® restoration. It 
is equally certain, however, 
sideration of the question cannot end 
there. We shall be dealing with a Balkan 
settlement from which, we may hope, the 
extravagant claims of Germany, Austria-

An American Loan. 


The Dublin Corporation is to be advised by 
its Housing Committee to accept the offer 
made by an American firm of financiers 
of a loan of 2,000,000 dollars, to be de- 
voted to housing schemes in Dublin. This 
amount is equivalent at the present rate 
of exchange to about £419,000, but, if the 
rate of exchange should have returned to 
the normal at the time of repayment, only 
£410,000 will have to be found. The 
lenders get 5 per cent. as discount, and 
the rate of interest is 5 per cent. on the 
nominal amount of the loan. We are 
not surprised that the firm of financiers is 
confidént that the bonds will be eagerly 
taken by their investing clientéle, for the 
terms—5 per cent. and repayment in ten 
years (or earlier, at a premium)—are good 
in view of the huge sums which have been 
earned lately by people of all classes in 
America, and are now free for investment. 
Loans such as this tell eloquently of the 
reversion of the relative financial positions 
of America and the “United Kingdom. 
When the war broke out American securi- 
ties to the value of hundreds of millions 
sterling were held in England. Now 
America has redeemed a great proportion 
of that debt, and is becoming a creditor 
country. Before the war is over Europe 
may be almost as much in her debt as pre- 
viously she was in her credit, and the 
main stream of annual interest payments 
will flow westwards instead of eastwards. 
British financiers, however, do not believe 
that London will cede permanent priority 
to New York as the great money market 
of the world. . 


Discharged Soldiers. 


In the letter of appeal on behalf of 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society 
which we publish to-day it is mentioned 
that the Society had its origin at the time 
of the South African campaign. The 
whole number of men who were discharged 
from the Army during that campaign and 
at its conclusion is exceéded in a few 
months under present conditions. There- 
fore, the burden and cost of the Society's 
work have become as formidable as the 
the work itself is necessary to the 
welfare ‘of the whole community. It 
is true that the) State organisation 
for dealing with ox-soldiers has been 
nach enlarged, but—apart altogether 
from the slowness with which State 
aid comes to the men in need of it—there 
is a very. large number of cases which 
official machinery, insufficiently elastic as it 
must be, cannot reach adequately, and 
another large number which it canúot 
reach at all. We want. men who have 
joined the Colours and lost touch with civil 
life—lost, perhaps, the physical powers to 
carry them through its stress—to suffer no 
misfortune as a result of their part in our 
defence. Few of us are able to help in- 
dividually to put such men on their. feet 
when they leave one or other of the fight- 
ing Services ; and, indeed, individual help 
is seldom the best, The Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Help Society is doing, in the best 
way, work that the nation wants done— 
the helping of discharged men whose needs 
are not met by State provision. It fills 
the gap between the services of the 
National Insurance. Commission and 
those of the Statutory War Pensions 
Committee. The Society has not 
hitherto, since the outbreak of the war, 
made any general appeal to the public for 
subscriptions. That which it now makes 
we cordially endorse.

I said yesterday that the Rumanians 
appeared to be holding their own. and 
‘might soon be heard of as advancing 
again; and to-day's news seems to bear 
out this forecast. Im the Oituz Valley 
our Allies have driven the enemy back to 
the frontier, which at nag runs mi 
way through the pass. They have also 
captured ata Suru (the exact location 
of which I cannot find on my map) and 
repulsed five attacks with heavy losses t 
the enemy near Mount Robul. On the 
other hand, the Bulgar-Turkish forces are 
again attempting to attack in the Dob 
rudja, and, though driven back on their 
left and centre, have made some prozress 
on their right flank. But it is impro 
bable that this movement is fod to yee more 
than a demonstration, intended to prevent 
the Rumanizns from diverting more of 
their troops to the defence of the steed : 

If the news from Rome that General 
von Falkenhayn has been wounded, and 
has had to relinquish his command 
the Transylvanian Army. is true, it is 
most interesting. It is but seldom that 
a general in command runs the risk of 
getting wounded, and it looks very mich 
as though Falkenhayn has failed in his 
attack on Rumania and has now to pay 
the penalty. For two years Chief of the 
German General Staff, he was practically 
responsible for the conduct of the war 
and, when succeeded recently by Hinden- 
burg, he was given command of the 
Transylvanian Army operating § agains 
Rumania. Now he will probably retire 
into the background altogether. At the 
same time hy is announced that Von 
Kluck has retired from active service. So 
little has been heard lately of “Old One 
O'Clock,” as our soldiers christened him 
that it was generally believed that he had 
been superseded long ago.

the clergy were very small, when the work 
which they did was considered, and it was the 
constant endeavour of the Councils to relieve 
them, so far as was consistent with the 
financial stability of our system. Indeed, the 
Councils pressed the Joint Finance Committee 
to allocate this year alittle more for aug- 
mentation of stipend, and they yielded to that 

uest. But it was right that the Synod 
should also be told what this meant from 
another point of view. It meant that expendi- 
ture would exceed income for the year 1916, 
so far as the Poor Parishes Fund was con- 
cerned. He hoped that the Synod ,would 
realise that this was not a policy which 
could be repeated., What had been done for 
1916 could not be done safely in future years. 
It was plain that great caution should be 
exercised in paying out extra moneys for tem- 
porary augmentations which went direct to the 
incumbents, greatly as they all sympathised 
with their needs, Prudent finance would 
build up this Poor Parishes Fund by adding 
to capital every year; it would be highly im- 
prudent to deplete it by being so generous as 
to allow expenditure to óutrun income, 


STIPENDS OF CURATES. 

A motion was to come before the Synods 
about the stipends paid to curates assistant. 
He would not foresiall the discussion, but he 
should wish to express his own conviction that 
they would never again be able to secure the 
services of a young clergyman for less than 
£150 a year. (Applause.). And he did not 
think that anyone ought to expect it. If they 


j.} were to spend more money in the future, he 


thet it would be spent mainly in two 
directions—(1) the improvement of the 
wretched stipends offered to curates, ially 
in country parishes; and (2) in an effort to 
provide glebes rent free for all rectors.

Now they had nearly 200 schools with about 
12,000 pupils. They had a calendar and pro- 
grammé whivh were not only used in all thei 
schools and Sunday schools, but which had 
found their way ibto the vast majority of the 
schools of all the other dioceses. This uniformity 
had the great advantage of e ing the 

niimber of children ‘who must . necessarily 
migrate from one diocese to another Ao take 
up the work im the new school just “where 
they left it im the old. It had also the merit 
of securing on the part of every child an in- 
ag knowledge of the historical basis on 
which their faith rested. Christianity had its 
emotional and subjective side, na doubt, but 
it had its objective side, also, and this side 
it was the purpose of their Board and of its 
inspector to see presented to them.

MANUAL O@DERED TO BE WITHDRAWN. 

Mr. A. D. Price proposed :— 

That the ntanual entitied “The Church and Her 
Prayer-Book,”’ included in the Sunday School 
Calendaf, having been shown to contain a number of 
seriots jnaccuracies and questionable doctrinal! state- 
ments, be withdrawn from use in the Sunday Schools 
ef this United Diocese, and that the Diocesan Board 


of Education be requested to issue instructions ac- 


cordingly. 

He referred in detail to mis-statements of fact 
and questionable doctrinal statements as show- 
ing that the manual was wholly unsuited for 
general use in their schools. 

Rev. R. Northridge seconded the resojution. 

Rev. Dr. Tristram said this manual was pub- 
lished by the A.P.C.K. He admitted thet it 
contained inaccuracies. It was one of five 
books put down in an academic way, and was 
recommended to those who wished for larger 
and fuller views, but the Diocesan Board did 
not pledge themselves for every statement in 
the k, and not one question at the ex- 
amination was taken out of it. 

Rev. T. C. Hammond said there were sixty 
statements of matter of fact in this book, and 
of these forty were either wrong or exceedingly 
disputable. a 

Rev. Dr. Lawlor said the book should not 
have been allowed to go out without some 
reasonable revision of statements of fact. 

Rev. H. Cy Cave stated that the A.P.C_K. 
had referred the book back to the Tract Com- 
mittee for report in regard to inaccuracies and 
other matters.
